1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

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Response to Amendment 

2. The proposed amendment to the claims, which adds new claims 1 3 and 1 4 and 
cancels claims 1 and 2, in the reply dated 10 June 201 will be entered. 

Claims 13 and 14 are pending. 

3. Applicants overcame the rejection of claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement by amending the 
claims in the reply filed 1 0 June 201 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 3 and 1 4 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art, Kwong et al. (US 2002/0074935 A1) teaches a similar 
organic electroluminescent device comprising a light-emitting layer with two host 
compounds and a red phosphorescent ortho-metalated iridium dopant. The reference 
does not disclose a compound meeting instant formula (H-ll) as presently claimed. 
While other prior art, such as Ise et al. (US 2002/0028329 A1), teach compounds of 
instant formula (H-ll) the declaration filed 28 February 201 1 presents evidence of 
unexpected results commensurate with the scope of the present claims demonstrating 
the nonobviousness the invention as presently claimed.
